1ARB0R HERE IS TOO SHALLOW 


Th« Attention of Senator Burrows 
Should be Called to the Matter 
In a Business Way. 


Some 
few 
days a^o the Chicago 
mpers contained a statement that the 
Big Four railway company was making 
preparation to build a new line of road 
rom a 
point in 
Indiana running 
through Kalamazoo to Grand Rapids, 
and that the through trains from the 
south would be run to Grand Rapids, 
and the Benton Harbor branch be con­ 
verted merely into a “stub ” 


A gentleman on the inside of railroad 
circles stated to T he N e w s today that 
there was altogether too much truth in 
the statement. The object'of the com- 
lany, he said, was not so much to reach 
Grand Rapids as it is to reach the 
Grand Haven harbor. 
He stated that 
the Big Four comnany was tired of 
working for appropriations for the St. 
Joseph harbor, and then being turned 
down with some little Inconsiderate ap­ 
propriation that scarcely keeps the 
larbor in repair and never any sign of 
improvement looking toward deeper 
water, a necessity if the plans of the 
railroad for Benton Harbor are to be 
carried out. 
It is not thought that 
the Big Four contemplates building 
new line but rather that it expects to 
lease some road already built. A deal 
for leasing a road which was nearly 
closed fell through a few days ago be­ 
cause it suddenly appeared t*^bat it was 
the hand of the Big Four reaching out 
for the lease. 


It is suggested that the people of the 
two cities band together ana demand 
of Senator>Burrows that he take up this 
tiarbor matter in 
earnest. 
In the 
recommendations for appropriations St. 
Joseph is allowed $100,(KX) and Sauga- 
tuck $1.10,000. Such an estimate is an 
outrage. Saugatuck has no harbor and 
nothing to make a harbor. 
There is 
no demand for a harbor there, except 
from the [^liticians who own land in 
that vicinity that they desire to boom. 
Saugatuck harbor has no friend who 
dares come out in the open and ask for 
such an unreasonable appropriation, 
while St. Joseph harbor, backed by 
several railroad systems and men of 
prominence is cut off like Pullman’ 
twins—practically 
disinherited. 
If 
Senator Burrows were given to under­ 
stand that his continued support from 
Rerrien county depended upon what he 
did for this harbor, it is reasonable to 
suppose that he could divert $100,000 
of the proposed Saugatuck appropria­ 
tion to this port. 


T h e N e w s can scarcely credit the 
statement that the Big Four contem­ 
plate going to Grand Haven. It would 
be cheaper for that company to put 
some of its own cash into the improve­ 
ment of this Harbor where it owns u 
mile of water front. 


Said a gentleman who has 
been 
studying the harbor question: 
“The 
trouble with your harbor is that your 
iople believe that the St. Joseph har- 
)r is the best natural harbor on the 
east shore of the lake. This is a mis­ 
take. Grand Haven and Muskegon are 
first class harbors, f^udington, Manis­ 
tee and Frankfort second class, and St. 
Joseph is in the lead of the third class 
followed by Holland and South Haven. ’ 
Whatever is the fault, there is no 
denial that the present harbor is insuf 
ficient for our vast and growing com­ 
merce. The lumber business is not 
what it would be if the harbor would 
allow the entrance of the larger boats 
and there is no ore transfers here at 
all on the same account. 


Benton Harbor and St. Joseph have 
been asking for relief long enough 
Isn’t it time to demand it? 


ates Materially Reduced In All 
Lower Michigan. . 


Insurance rates have been materially 
reduced in lower Michigan and Benton 
larbor together with the surrounding 
cities will enjoy the lower rate. 


The agents here received notice of 
le reduced rate yesterday, but they 
apprehend that the business will suffer 
no falling off as people will feel able to 
ncrease the face of their policies. The 
new rate applies only to renewals and 
policy holders will receive no rebate 
on current insurance. The notice of 
the change reads: 


“After November 15 the rates on 
dwelling houses, household furniture, 
)rivate barns and contents and on solid 
)rick builaings are reduced in lower 
Vlichigan from 10 to 15 cents*. This 
applies to all agencies.” 


The rate on frame buildings in Ben­ 
ton Harbor is reduced 10 cents, and on 
churches, schools, city halls, and brick 
buildings used for stores or public 
lalls, 15 cents. The rate on residences 
s changed from 40 to 35 cents and the 
distance of exposure reduced from 25 
to 20 feet.

Robert B. Dolapp ia Awarded a Verdict 
of S55 by a Ju ry in the Circuit 
Court. 


The hours are rapidly approaching 
when Peter Peterson will be made 
aware of the punishment he must suffer 
for attempting to murder Miss Eliza 
larris, the woman who would not re­ 
turn his love. Tomorrow, Judge Cool- 
dge said this morning, Peteterson 
would be sentenced. 


Much of the sympathy for Peterson 
s created by false rumors. His greatly 
weakened mental condition is no doubt 
entitled to consideration by the court, 
but there are false stories afloat which 
f true would claim for the convicted 
man greater consideration. 
It is told 
concerning him that he spent upwards 
of $^iOO upon Miss Harris and her family 
during the courtship, a report which is 
not confirmed by the testimony. 
The 
total sum expended by him, it is said, 
for gifts for Eli/.a and the family will 
not exceed $26. 


The claims he made to Miss Harris 
of having means to provide a home was 
not shown by the evidence to be a fact, 
and indicates that he was not free of 
deceit.

SHIPBOARD FEVER. 


1 wag only 14 years of age. and a 
puny boy at that, when my Uncle John, 
who was my gnardian, sent me to sea 
aboard of the brig May Qneen of Lon­ 
don. He wasn’t concerned about my 
health, as I have every reason to be­ 
lieve, and 1 am also quite gnre that he 
wonldn’t have shed a tear had he heard 
I waa lost at sea. 1 made the voyage 
ih>m London to Valpamifio and to es­ 
cape further ill usage deserted the brig 
and hid away for two weeks. I then 
found a good natured captaiii to take 
me to Rio, from which port I shipped 
as cabin boy on an English bark nttnied 
the Duchess. She had a cargo of green 
coffeo for Australia and New Zealand, 
carried a crow of 14 men, and few sea 
captains had a kinder heart than h«>r 
skipper, whc^ name was Martin. The 
Imrk left Rio with a fair wind and 
everybody in perfect health, and her 
run to tho east until she had sighted In­ 
accessible island and left it 100 wiles 
astern was sonietbiug to boast of. Then 
come u dead flat culm, which lasted for 
II day«, with such hot weather that 
everybody HulTored day and night. On 
tho fifth day of tho calm two men were 
suddenly stricken with a strange ail­ 
ment. They first lost their sight, then 
taste and snioll departed, then fever 
seized them and they lost their reason. 
They were reiiortcd sick at 8 o’clock in 
the morning. 
By 2 p. m. both wore 
dead. At 0 o’clock a third man was 
taken down and lived only two houm. 


No one was attacked on the sixth day, 
but on tho seventh^ the captain, second 
inato and a common sailor all came 
down at once. The first complaint was 
dryneMS of the tongue. That was fol­ 
lowed iu half an hour by loss of sight 
and other senses, and beforo noon all 
were dead. The bodies were at once 
shroudcHl and committed to the deep, 
and the chief mate ordered the liatoltes 
remove<l to ventilato the cargo, and dis­ 
infectants were used in the most thor­ 
ough manner. 


On tho night of the seventh day a 
sailor who had lain down on the diH;k 
in perfect health and soundly slumbered 
for three hours awoke with a parched 
tongue. Water had no power to quench 
his thirst. Ho drank until ho must have 
imbibed a gallon, and as he turned from 
the water cask his vision left him in a 
flash. He did not wait to die as the oth­ 
ers had done, but groped his way to the 
ship’s side and dropped from the rail 
into the sea. He was the sixth who had 
died, and the living were now panic 
stricken. Some went aloft, some went 
below—all avoided each other. The only 
exceptions were the mate and myself. 
He talked with me very fully about the 
situation, seeming glad to have me near 
him, and after the last death ho wrote u 
letter to his wife in England and 
charged me to see that it reucluicl her in 
caso he should die and 1 be spared. 


Wo had now lost nearly half our 
crow, and tho ship lay heavy on the 
glassy sea without sign that the calm 
was over to be broken. On the morning 
of the eighth day there was a bettef 
feeling, huwevor. No one had been at- 
tucked daring the night, and we began 
to hope that tho epidemic had exhaust­ 
ed itself. The bark had, of course, been 
snugged down long before, but on the 
forenoon of this day, the sun not being 
quite so fierce, the hatches were secured, 
things aloft more closely attended to, 
and the cnift made ready for what 
might happen to a short handed crew. 
At noon every man ate a hearty dinner. 
An hour later four men were taken 
down ulmoKt at the same moment, and 
tho symptoms were more violent than 
in any of the preceding eases. They 
were seized with the terrible thirst— 
they drunk quarts of water—they went 
mad and died. There was no burial of 
tho bodies; they were simply thrown 
overboard as Hoon as life bad departed. 
When this had been done, the mate 
called the living around him and said 
there wai no longer any hope that a 
man would be spared. The captain’s 
gig could be got at handily, and iu ease 
we wanted to take it and pull away 
from the ship he would help to get her 
in the water. The two sttilors were 
eager to be off, but my mind waa quick­ 
ly made up to remain with Mr. Mer- 
win. He did not express himself either 
way on the subject, but we provisioned 
tho boat, got her down, and the men 
scrambled into her and pulled away as 
if the ship had been on lire or was ex­ 
pected to go down. They went off t*) 
tho east, and after rowing a couple of 
miles gave o’er and raised an awning 
for shelter. 


When the mate and 1 were left alone, 
be wrote up hii logbook and also pre­ 
pared two statements, which he sealed 
up in botiloH and east overboard. We 
then burned tar and sulphur to disin- 
f(H t the ea^un and forecastle, and he 
drank a pint of rum with which be bad 
luiKt'd il largo dose of omnmon black 
|j( 
I tried to swallow iomeb but it 
wus till) fiery. 


That night when I went to ileep the 
bark was heaving al)out on the ground 
swell ill the same monotonous way and 
Merwin gat at the table in the cabin 
reading a bool. Iflepltba night through

When I fully reali»ed that 1 wig alone 
abgird <yf the ship, 1 wae m terrified 
that I hid away in the cabin for several 
hours. It was not until noon that I re* 
membored Ihe men who had pulled 
away the day before and went on deck 
to look for them. By the aid of thecap 
tain*s glass I soon had ttie boat under 
n j eye. She had drifted down to with­ 
in a mile of the sbip^ and by going aloft 
1 oonid make out that there was no one 
in her. 1 was not abtolatoly certain eo 
this point, however, until ihovt 9 
p*clock. By that time she had drifted 
down to within 100 feet of the bark, 
and the onlyrelicsof the men to be seen 
were a coat and hat For two hours the 
gig remained so close that 1 could have 
reached her by swimming, but then a 
current took her and she drifted slowly 
nway to the north. Aside from Uie boat 
I remember very little of what oceurrcd 
that day or the next. The epidemic had 
taken away 18 strong and healthy men, 
and why should I be spared? A dozen 
times over 1 felt the first symptoms, or 
so imagined, and my troubled sleep was 
full of the most terrible dreams. Things 
are not at all clear to me until the mom • 
ing of the eleventh day of the ealm. 
T i^i I awoke to find myælf as well as 
ever in my life and ran on deck to find 
signs of a change in the weather. 1 was 
ravenouKly hungry, and, having often 
assisted the cook, I knew how to get a 
fire alight in tho caboose and prepare 
food. The nau.<ieating, deathlike foiiell 
which had hitherto prevailt*d over the 
ship bad entirely disappeared, and when 
my hunger had been satisfied I readily 
made myself believe that the fever had 
gone for good. 


Although only a lad and my experi­ 
ence as a sailor limite«! to months, I 
yet bad wit enough to look at the cap­ 
tain’s charts and find our position as he 
had pricked it off. 1 could tell nothing; 
of distances, but I knew tho bark was 
on the great highway between the 
South American ports and the cape of 
Gootl llo|)e. I knew how to make a sig­ 
nal of distress of the Kngliski flag, and, 
although there was no wind, 1 nui the 
bunting aloft as soon as thought of. 
During the afternoon I was busy about 
the decks picking up and coiling down 
and seeing that everything was secure, 
and at noon I firepai^ another meal. 


It was U o’clock in the afternoon be- 
fore the first catspnws began playing 
over the glassy surface of the sea, but 
in tho course of half an hour a steady 
breexo m$t in from the north, and the 
bark went drifting away la»fore it. 1 
marked her drift by compass as east by 
south. I bad hc^rd sailorM talk much of 
wreck and di»»ister, and beforo night 
came on I got t»ut some pleines of sheet- 
iron to lay on the deck and prt«{)ared 
materials for a beacon fire. 1 remained 
on d^‘k till half iwst 10 o’t;loc‘k. ready 
to light my beacon in case 1 saw the 
light of a craft, and then went to my 
berth and slept ftoimdly till an iiour aft­ 
er sunrise. Wbt n I gained the deck, 1 
saw a sail to the south about eight 
miles away, which must have paHü<>d 
clos*) to me early in th<« morning. I 
have aways felt certain that this craft 
had daylight in which to üeu my signal, 
and the fact of the bark having all sailn 
furled aud lM>ing adrift was clearly no 
ticed, but »ihe kept her way with<mt 
'making an inventigation. Six times dur­ 
ing the long day I went aloft with the 
glass and swept the sea. but no other 
sail greeted my viMion. When night 
came, 1 remained awake until midnight 
and then lay down on df>ek. but Ufttiiing 
happened except that tho wind changed 
about to the west and grew somewhat 
stronger. 


Morning citme and brought a clear 
horizon, nor was anything sighted for 
tho next five days and nightn. 
During 
this interval the breeze blew from every 
point of the compass except the east, 
but did not rise to a gale or create a 
heavy uea. I had little to do except to 
cook niy meals and go aloft to look for 
sails, but 1 made as much work for my­ 
self as 1 could and did not permit my 
mind to dwell on the prenent or future. 
On the geveuth or eighth day of my lone­ 
liness, at 1 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and while the bark was drifting to tho 
east under a light breeze, I went aloft 
and nmde out a «lil to the north, a sec­ 
ond to tho Houth and a third to tho west. 
The two first were too far away to hope 
for assistance. 
Tho third was coming 
up and muist pass iiie close. She was but 
a speck on the horizon when 1 made her 
out, but two hours later I bad her iu 
plain view, and at 5 o’clock she was up 
with me. fcshe proved to be the ship 
Amazon d Liverpool, bound for the 
(Jape with soldiers and emigrants, and a 
crew was put aboard of the derelict and 
she was headed for that jwrt iu com­ 
pany. Ship and cargo were worth a big 
sum of money, but 1 was not entitled to 
a dollar of salvage. There were those 
who even said I ought to be thankful 
for my escape from the epidemic, let 
alone the question of a reward. I had to 
tell the story over and over again, make 
alfidavits, go into court and sign papers, 
and 1 may tell you that before X got 
through playing the hero 1 was disgust­ 
ed with the whole business and hoping 
nothing of the sort would ever occur 
again,

of this harbor. The information is ob* 
; K udned from what is regarded an excel- 
lent source, that the Big Four railway 
eompftny^has exhausted its patience in 
iUi almost unaided endeavor to make 
this a port into which the large lake 
eraft could bring its cargoes. The com­ 
pany now is seeking a means of reach* 
ingtihe harbor at Grand Haven, which 
it accessible for all kinds of lake ves­ 
sels, and unless some action is speedily 
taken Benton Marbor is liable to be­ 
come a^secondary lake port for the Big 
Four company. 


This is not pleasant to read or [think 
about. It is, however, foolish to refuse 
to look the condition squarely in the 
face. 
It is not yet too late to remedy 
the¡matt<?r. 


The suggestion it$ made [that Sen­ 
ator Burrows be given notice that un­ 
less he takes up our harbor interests 
with all his enthusiasm that the repub- 
hcaosof the two cities will do all in 
their power to defeat his return to the 
senate, that if he stands by the people 
here, the people will stand by him. 


It is an outrage to propose to give 
Saugatuck, a harbor without commerce 
or boats, a harbor where no vessel has 
any business, the sum of $130.000 and to 
appropriate 9100,000 for St. Joseph har­ 
bor.
